hello all, 


I'm building the OHR Classic, have finished the oscillator 

and receiver boards and have just taken inventory of the 

T/R board parts. I noticed that the only part that has a (slightly) 
different partnumber from the one listed is the PA transistor: 

In the parts list a 2SC2075 is specified, whereas the transistor 

in the kit has "C2078" printed on it. Is this transistor comparable 

to the 2SC2075 ?. The documentation does not mention this difference. 
Btw, I think the printed circuit boards are the best I have ever 

seen in a kit,particularly the T/R board. However the oscillator 

and receiver board have the solder mask slightly out of alignment 

so in some places the solder surface is very,very small. 

I have also built the OHR Wattmeter and this nicely fills the gap 
between my micro-wattmeter and Yeasu f£t707 tuner/wattmeter. 

The only drawback of the instrument is the lack of a battery voltage 
indication. It has no on/off LED so I constantly forget to switch it off. 
I think I will modify the WM-1 to include a battery voltage test switch 
and also a chip resistor dummy so I can measure output without having to 
connect an extra dummy load. 

Btw (2), has anyone measured the accuracy of the WM-1 over (and 

beyond) the HF range ?

Saw your comment about no "on" indicator on the OHR Wattmeter. After running 
down my second battery because of that problem, I installed a small green 
LED on the front panel and connected thru 2.2K to the +9v -- LED only draws 
about 2 or 3 ma but is plenty bright enough to see. Since complete circuit 
draws about 10ma, this is not a big increase and shouldn't decrease battery 
life too much. By the way -- I also added a switch and external power 
connector on the back to that I can power it from 12v from ny TenTec 509; 
an LM78L09 is used to regulate external voltage input down to 9V.This 

sure is a nice little metter! Mine works on 2m (with mod that someone 
suggested -- involving reversing leads from one of the xformers) but I am 
not sure how accurate it is.
